Democracy Is Failure, 
Says Prof. Meikeljohn 


St. Paul—UP)—Hailing democra- 


cy as "a delusion, a gospel, a ven- 
ture," Dr. Alexander Meiklejohn, 
University of Wisconsin 
profes- 


sor, criticised 
bad thinking as 


treason in an address here Tues- 
day night. 


"Democracy, a self-evident fail- 


ure," he said, "treats people as if 
they were intelligent, kind, pure, 
high, generous and sweet, -when 
they are nothing of the sort." 


Advocating education, he assert- 


ed "if you can educate 
all the 


people to understand what the 
group as a whole is doing then 
you'll have a democracy." Hold- 
ing that the only sin is willingness 
to believe something when there is 


no evidence for believing it, the 


speaker declared this trait 
is ex- 


emplified AVednesday in religion, 
politics, groups sects and parties. 


"We even go so far as to say 


whoever challenges dogma is dis- 
loyal. Loyalty to the constitution 
is not to think of it—just swallow- 
it whole. The secret service will 
get after you if you don't." 


Scoring "selling 
ideas," 
Dr. 


Meikeljohn declared that its prac- 
tice in churches and universities 
constitute 
no safe 
endorsement 


but that the system means "the 
using of men's prejudices and 
weakness is to introduce ideas for 
the private gain of the manipula- 
tor."

This 
reverses the action taken.in Chicago 
in 1924 when tho Hull amendments 
were endorsed. 


In substance the Hull amendments 


are designed to confine branch banking 
to the 22 states in which it is nov 
permitted by state laws.

the letter charges. It also con- 


tends Stephenson is being held practic- 
ally incommunicado to prevent his ex- 
pose of political '"deals" uTIndiana in 
recent years.

ONSIDERATION of your clothes

Fastenings may need attention. At

cleaned. Of course, everything needs 
pressing after it has be3n worn, and 
that too should be done immediately, 
for the next time you see it-you may 
be in a hurry to dress and if it is not 
ready you may* be careless enough to 
Wear it in that condition. 


Minor spots can be cleaned 
at 


home, but if the spot appears 
stub- 


born, the garments should be sent to 
the cleaners.

pressing. 


Velvets can only be cleaned by pro- 


fessional cleaners. Laces with raised 
patterns and embroideries should be 
pressed on the wrong side, face down 
on a, bath towel. 


Metal cloth and velvet cannot be 


cleaned at home, nor can silver cloth 
or jersey be pressed. 
All pressing 


should usually be done up and down, 
the lengthwise grain of the material. 


Sweaters and jerseys should never 


be hung, as they take the form of- the 
hanger at the shoulder and stretch 
in length, so do beaded evening gowns. 
They 
should be laid in full length 


"drawers, so_as not to wrinkle. 


Metal clothes must be kept in full 


• length black bags. Anything ermine 


trimmed should be hung in a blue bag 
to prevent tarnishing or yellowing. 


Linen should be hung in the sun to 


dry, but silks must be rolled in a 
. towel. 


Linen should 
be sprinkled before 


pressing, but silks should be ironed

befor« they are dry and always on 
the wrong side, with just a stroke or 
two on the right side to give 'it a 
finish. 


Laces should be stretched 
into 


shape- before pressing. 


Ptockifs:? of th» expensive and fine 


type are a great problem. They should 
be washed in tepid soft vatcr. turned 
on the wrong siu<\ Each color or ells- 
tirct shade should be washed separ- 
ately. 


Stockings should 
never be worn 


more than :i day or an evening. 
It 


is only necessary to use soap when 
they are dirty. 
. 


^Rub gently lengthwise. Never run 


tho hand through to shake 'or pull 
out the width. They should be hung 
inside the house or in the shade to 
dry. Never press a stocking. 
New 


ones should be rinsed in cold salt wa- 
ter before wearing. This tightens the 
weave and sets the color. 


Every pair of slippers 
or • shoes 


must have trees and as soon as a 
pair is taken oft the trees must be 
put in. 


A slipper should be cleaned every 


time it is worn, though 'if it is only 
slightly solied it is only necessary to 
wipe with a soft cloth. Use flannel 
for leather, white material without 
lint for satin. Patent leathers should 
always have either an application of 
vaseline or a cleaner. 


All metal kid or brocade slippers 


should be kept in black bags to pre- 
vent their discoloring. 


Do not let a glove get too soiled 


before having it cleaned, 
as it is 


damaging to the material if it has to 
be rubbed too hard. 


Hats must be brushed both inside 


and outside after wearing.

times they need cleaning, especially 
at the nape of the neck where pov.der 
wears off on them. 


Fur coats should be sent to storage 


and renovated every-summer.

The stewing or baking of the pump- 


,kin is important. If stewed it must Jbe 
-cooked slowly and until as dry as'Pos- 


sible, leaking is preferable since it is 
drier and the flavor richer. Cut" the 
pumpkin into several pieces, remove 
seeds and place without peeling jn--a 
moderate oven. Bake until tenacr and 
scrape pulp from 
the 
shell. 
Rub 


through a. fine colander or coarse 
sieve. 


The first recipe is for plain pumpkin 


pie suitable for any occasion. The pie 
is not heavily tpiced. spices being used 
to enhance the real pumpkin flavor 
rather than smother it.

PUMPKIN PIE 


One cup sifted 
pumpkin, \ cup 


granulated sugar, 1 tablespoon flour. 1 
tablespoon molasses, % teaspoon salt, 
% teaspoon ginger, *4 teaspoon cinna- 
mon, 1 cup milk, % cup cream, 2 ta- 
blespoons melted butter, 1 whole egg 
and 1 yolk, plain pastry. 


Mix and sift sugar, flour, spices ana 


• salt. Add to pumpkin with molasses 
.and mix thoroughly, ijlowly add mil 
stirring to keep smooth. Add melted 
butter and well beaten eggs. Turn in- 
to a deep pie dish lined with plain pas- 
try and bake 1 hour in a moderate' 
»ven. The oven should be hot when 
' the pie is first put in and the heat re- 
duced after ten minutes. 


If two pies are wanted, double the 


- amount of each ingredient and use 
three whole eggs. 


The addition of flour prevents the 


meringue. 


Prick the pie crust thoroughly with 


a fork before baking to prevent blis- 
tering. 


The recipes will fill an eiglit inch pie 


pan.

for

Raisins sometimes are added to the 
costard before baking. One-half to one 
cup of seeded and plumped raisins to 
one pie. 


Always be sure your pie is well 


baked. After the first ten minutes oi

"justifiable consolidation" of railroads, 
a special committee of bankers de- 
clared in a detailed report on Railroad 
Consolidation submitted Tuesday to 
tho American Bankers 
association 


convention. 


"Now 
comes the time." the report 


eays. "when the railroads must ro- 
sume their processes of logical en- 
largement that the nation may keep 
step with its heritage of progress. Let 
us call it the era of justifiable consoli- 
dation, or the adaptation to our com- 
mon carriers of America's 
effective 


principle of massed, production, 
or 


more correctly, transportation is in 
evolution toward massed distribution 
to care for the tremendous production 
developed by the 
unified industrial 


growth of this still young nation." 


Consolidation, the 
report 
says, 


should be based on natural traffic and 
should not be compulsory- 
LITTLE RATE REDUCTION 


"It is doubtful whether 
sufficient 


economies will result from consolida- 
tion to warrant any general reduction 
in freight or passenger rates,"' the 
report states, "but natural alliances, 
If wholesome competition is preserved, 
will be beneficial to the country In pro- 
viding a more adequate service, which 
Is generally regarded more important 
to its welfare than rates." 


AVarning that in the process of rail 


unification no one section of the coun- 
try should be permitted to gain an ad- 
vantage'over another, the report con- 
tinues: 


"Nature and her products seems to 


bo the real key to the situation; affilia- 
tion of routes endowed with a balanc- 
ed proportion of raw materials and 
manufactured products, 
or any bal- 


anced exchange that supplies'•both- 
ways traffic; the coordination of lines 
of reciprocal rather than identical 
needs, minimizing, through a diversity 
of traffic, the hazards of sectional 
or 


crop blights. 


, NATURAL TRAFFIC FLOW 
"Consolidation, then, should be con- 


sidercd from the standpoint of>the na- 
tural flow of traffic, because- no .one 
railroad, nor any single railroad sy- 
stem in existence at this time, can 
prosper on the traffic 
which 
both 


originates and ends on the rails of 
that system. Each system should be 
made so strong and self-reliant as to 
be able to withstand the vicissitudes 


"•resulting from all forms of depression. 


"Unification brooks no disregard of 


economic laws, so that merging should 
ba a deliberate, though^ delicate task. 
Any railroad gerrymandering 
would 


''Interfere decidely with our common 


prosperity. 


NO ONE-SIDED RELATIONS 


, "Any one-sided relationship, or the 
unwise assumption by 
the 
strong 


roads of the burdens of the weak, only 
leads to the breakdowns of credit in 
which the public must eventually foot 
the bill. In this-connection it is esti- 
mated that there are some sixty to 
seventy-thousand miles of railroad in 
the United States that cannot make 
a living."

such lines be abandoned or that where 
unification of the strong with

weak seems imperative to

hardships to dependent communities, 
their capital obligations
